Paris, May ‘J.— Reports that human 
bones have been collected in the Mort 
d ’Horrwne and Verdun battlefield dis­ 
tricts w'ith a view of being ground up 
for industrial use have moved public 
opinion to such an extent that an of­ 
ficial investigation has been complet­ 
ed. 
Junk dealers have made collections 
of bones in addition to other things 
in the districts so th at the investiga­ 
tors sent doctors and police officials 
to take specimens from the collection 
for examinations. 
The doctors re d rie d they could find 
nothing which could be identified an 
human bones and the police reports 
state th at no evidence supporting the 
rumors of wholesale collections was at 
hand.

Former Gettysburg State Policeman Liable To 
Tmprisonment Of Four Years, With Addition­ 
al Penalty Of $2,000; Is Relieved Of Duty At 
Penitentiary, Pending Disposal Of Case.

London, May 2.— Prem ier Theunis 
and 
Foreign M inister Hymans, of 
Belgium, arrived in London T hurs­ 
day night on the second of the visits 
they are paying to France, England 
and Italy to ascertain the views of 
the Allied governments on methods 
for m aking the Dawes plan effective. 
Fresh 
from 
Paris, 
the 
Belgian 
em issaries, who are assum ing their 
old role as go-betweens in the Allied 
negotiations, 
will 
be able to speak 
Prem ier Poincare’s mind as well as 
their own when 
they 
m eet 
Prime 
M inister 
MacDonald 
a t 
Chequers 
Court today. 
In 
return they 
will 
hear the Brtiish thesis, which, while 
not new, indicates an outcropping of 
the 
old 
Anglo-French 
differences, 
forgotten since the British resigned 
themselves to the occupation of the 
Ruhr. 
For International Conference 
Mr. MacDonald, it 
is 
understood, 
will inform the 
Belgians that 
the 
British Government would like to see 
the businesslike beginning which the 
experts made continued in carrying 
out 
their 
recommendations. 
He, 
therefore, will propose to the Allies 
when the proper tim e comes that ap­ 
plication of the experts’ proposals be 
taken and put into effect by a new 
Allied agreem ent with the Germans 
which could be 
obtained 
by 
direct 
negotiations. 
According to the British view the 
negotiations should take the form of 
a new international conference. 
It 
is believed here that the result would 
be a business agreem ent unhampered 
by bitter feelings, for the problem 
would be handled as one between a 
debtor and a creditor instead of be­ 
tween the victor and the vanquished. 
French Have Different Plan 
That such a plan is likely to be ac­ 
ceptable to Prem ier Poincare at pres­ 
ent is not suggested by the British 
observers, who declare 
they 
know 
w’h at is in Mr. MacDonald’s mind. 
It 
is knowm th at the French favor tu rn ­ 
ing the exports* plan in its entirety 
over to the Reparation Commission 
to carry out as it sees fit. 
Neverthe­ 
less the British believe the method 
of direct negotiations with the Ger­ 
mans would prove 
more successful 
and Prem ier MacDonald is expected 
to speak frankly on this point to the 
Belgians today. 
When Prem ier Theunis and M. Hy­ 
mans visit Paris 
again 
next w’eek 
they will be able 
to 
tell 
Prem ier 
Poincare exactly 
w hat 
is 
in 
the 
British minds. 
L ater in the month, 
W'hen they continue their work as Al­ 
lied go-betweens by conferring with 
Prem ier 
Mussolini 
in 
Milan, 
the 
Italians likewise will have the British 
view placed before them, so th at they 
can support or 
reject it 
when 
the 
time comes for them to do so.

Road Work Increases 
HAGERSTOW N — Approxim ately 
$300,436 more will be spent on road 
work and interest on road bonds in 
W ashington county during 1924 than 
was the case during 1923 if the plans 
of Edgar T. Hayman, road engineer, 
are accepted by the Board of County 
Commissioners.
